101 Degrees in Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg, July “4.—Ninety-three de- 
grees at the weather bureau on the 
top of a skyscraper was the official 
temperature today, with 101 registered 
on the streets. 

An abnormally high humidity caused 
intense suffering and four deaths di- 
rectly due to heat are reported. Pros- 
trations reported tonight totaled more 
than a score. 

Many Deaths in New York. 

New York, July 1.—There were many 
deaths from the heat in Greater New 
York today, and countless prostra- 
tions. The maximum temperature was 
86 at 6 p. m. 

One Dead; six Prostrated. 

Milwaukee, Wis., July 1.—One dead 
and six prostrated was the toll in to- 
day's heat wave in Milwaukee. John 
Huber died in a hospital from sun- 
stroke. The maximum temperature 
was 92.

TAFT RELENTS 
HIS POSITION 
AGAINST ROADS 


President Anxious That Pros- 
perity of Railroads Be Not 
Menacec 


WITH CHAIRMAN KNAPP 
TAFT DISCUSSES. LAW 


Commission Will Not Attempt 
to Fix Rates --- Rail Bill Not 
Intended as a Club---Interests 
of Investors Will Not Be 
Jeopardized --- Friction to Be 
Avoided. 


Beverly, Mass., July 1.—President 
Taft had a long talk today with Chair- 
of the interstate com- 
merce commission, regarding the ad- 
ministration of the new railroad rate 
law. At the conclusion of the inter- 
view it was made plai that the added 
authority given to the commission by 
the new statute is not to be used arbi- 
trarily or for the purpose of hindering 
the railroads in the conduct of their 
legitimate business. The power to sus- 
pend new rates, probably the most 
direct weapon placed in the hands of 
the commission, ig to be used only in 
exceptional cases. 

Chairman Knapp told the president 
that .:e commission already had re- 
fused 1 application under the law for 
a susp: .ision of increased rates on 
horse vehicles and automobiles. He said 
there wag nothing on the face of 
things to show that the new rates were 
unjust or unreasonable. 

Won't Fix Rates for Roads. 

The interstate commerce commission 
will not attempt to fix definite rates 
for the railroads and the power of sus- 
pension will be applied only to rates 
when a preliminary hearing: gives in- 
dication that they are excessive. In 
all such contested cases, the president 
was informed, the commission wil: en- 
deavor to arrive at the facts at the 
earliest possible moment. 

From time to time since the new law 
went into effect there have been in- 
diéations that some of the big rail- 
roads have been considerably worried 
asa to the extent and the manner in 
which the raté regulating clayses of 
the new law. would be employed by 
the commission. Stock manipulators in 
Wall street, the administration had 
been informed, were trying to trade 
upon this doubt and to make the most 
of the situation te their own advan- 
tage. 

Law Not Intended as a Club. 

It can bé authoritatively stated it 
was nevér intended that the new law 
should be a club or that it shou'd be 
a means of profit-taking by ‘bears’ 
in the market. The commission wil] not 
“run amuck”’ and will do nothing to 
jeopardize the interests of investors. 

The new law is being “tried out.” 
The president feels that it ig in the 
hands of a conservative body of men. 
It was at his request that Chairman 
Knapp came to Beverly today. Mr. 
Knapp left for Washington tonight. 

Mr. Taft was pleased to find that the 
commission already had its plans well 
mapped out and that its views of the 
new statute coincide thoroughly with 
those of the framers of the bill, 

It is felt that it would be a great 
impediment to the railroads to have 
every new rate suspended and put 
through the eleven months period of 
deterniiletivon as to its reasonableness. 

Suspension of Rates. 

Chairmun-Knapp discussed this feat- 
ufe of the law at some length with 
the president and cited the refusal of 
the commiistion to suspend the auto- 
mobi'e and vehicle rates as an indica- 
tion that the power of suspension is 
not tuo be used indiscriminately. 

The cormnisrion is anxious that there 
shali be ak litite friction with the rail- 
roads as possible and, with President 
Tafi, is anxious that nothing shal] be 
done to rwenuce the prosperity of the 
railroads se iong as they comply with 
the terms O6f tne law

JUDGE RUSSELL (LOVER OF MEATS HAPPY 
FOR AWHILE AT LEAST 


By Mary Reynolds Carter. 

“Yes, meats are selling lower,” said 
the market may, “but. you needn't base 
much hope on that. By tomorrow they 
may be up again. ~You never can tell 
what those people out in the west are 
gcing to do.” 

But even a short respite sounds good 
to the buying public, and the meat 
man’s list looks now a little bit like 
it used te look in the good old days of 
yore, when a beefsteak melted deli- 
ciously in the mouth without causing 
a corresponding melting of the heart 
at the thought of how large the bili 
would loom. 

“The grass cattle. are coming in,” 
explained the market man, “and that 
means lower prices for awhile, any- 
way. And then, too, the market sup- 
Diy has been very abundant in the 
past several weeks, ana that helped 
tc lower prices some.” 

It has been a long time since 20 
cents would buy a pound of steak, for 
the trusts are as inexorable as Shy- 
lock, only it is the glistening ducats 
that they want, and the public may 
have the pound of flesh if it be~rich 
encugh. But now porterhouse and 
Icin steaks are selling for 20 cents 
a pound, and for 17% cents one can 
buy the nicest-of round steaks. 

All pork cuts, which formerly sold 
for 25 cents, are now selling for 20 
cents a pound. 

There has been no change in the 
price of veal. as that kind of meat is 
mostly bought by the local markets 
from domestic sources, and the price 
of ham remains unchanged. 

Chickens are getting cheaper, though, 
and may be bought at 40 and 50 cents 
apiece in the markets, while if you 
buy them by the crate, you can. get 
them as cheap as 29 cents apiece 
soinetimes. 


Another thing which has been noted 
in the markets is the scarcity of but- 
terbeans, which usually at this season 
of the year are plentiful. There seems 
to be-no reason for the scarcity, but 
the- market man says that since the 
first few butterbeans came on the 
market two.or three weeks ago, no 
more have been received. 

The new things to be had this week 
in the markets arg new sweet pota- 
toes, hot peppers ana Belle of Georgia 
peaches. The potatoes are large, and 
cost 75 cents a peck. The little pep- 
pers, which are used as seasonings, 
sell for 20- cents a -quart, and the 
peaches are 35 cents a basket. 

Carrots, cabbages, onions anqg beets 
are all 5 cents a bunch. Okra sells for 
16 cents a quart; cucumbers, 6 for 19 
cents; squash, 6 for 10 cents; snap 
beans, 5 cents a quart; Irish potatoes, 
40 cents a peck; green corn, 25 cents 
a dozen ears; eggplant, 5 and 10 cents 
apiece, and tomatoes, 15 cents a quart. 

Watermelons are now “some sizea- 
ble,” as the. darkies say, and getting 
cheaper every week. They are.selling 
cents: red snapper, 12% cetns, and 
cantaloupes are only 5 and 10 cents 
apiece. 

In the fish markets the usual things 
may be had, except that lobsters are 
now off the- market. It is too hot for 
them, and they reach the city in bad 
shape after shipments from distant 
points. 

Pompano is selling for 20 cents a 
pound; mackerel, 20 cents; trout, 15 
cents: black bass. 15 cents; lake sal- 
mon, 15 cents; California salmon, 20 
cents: halibut, 20 cents: perch, 12% 
cents: red snapper, 12% cents, and 
mango snapper, 15 cents. 

Crabs are $1.50 a dozen; scallops, 50 


cents a quart, and@ crab meat, 50 cents 
a quart.

Montgomery, Ala.; July 1.—(Special.) 
J. A. Wilkinson, commissioner of agri- 
culture, says the cotton crop is badly 
hurt by the contineed rains, and if 
they do not hold up, the loss is going 
to be heavy in the lowlands especial- 
ly. The stalk has already begun to 
turn- yellow, and the lhwer leaves are, 
in many cases, falling off.

| Meeting of Education 


Board. 


At an important meeting of the 
board of education yesterday afternoon 
the finance committee, having received 
a second lot of bids on construction 
and drawing materials, submitted a 
report to the board which will] result 
in a saving of $766 for the school chil- 
dren of Atlanta. 

When the first report of the finance 
committee Was submitted to the board 
at a previous meeting it was the opin- 
ion of the board that the price of a 
number of the articles was too high. 
It was suggested that the committee 
submit their specifications to the lo- 
cal stationers a second time to get 
lower prices. 

Objects to Manual Training. 

Just before the report of the finance 
committee was adopted by the board 
Dan W. Green started a lively discus- 
| Bion by objecting t@ an item which 

called for certain construction ma- 
| terlals for the primary Srades. Spegk- 
ing: as the representative of a/ large 
number of teachers and parents from 
whom he had received camplaints, Mr. 
Green expressed the opinion that the 
construction or manual training work 
done in the primary grades not only 
subtracted from time_which should be 
devoted to more necessary studies, but 
entailed upon parents a useless ex- 
pense. 

In illustration of his remarks, Mr. 
| Green displayed a kite made in one of 
the primary grades. He said it was 
not only a clumsy-looking affair, but 
would not fly, and he could see no 
reason why the children should be 
made to waste time and money in the 
construction of such things. 

In refutation of Mr. Green's remarks 
Superintendent W. M. Slaton said that 
the leading educational thought in 
both Europe and America indorsed con- 
struction work in schools and that he 
thought the abolition of such work in 
the Atlanta schools would be a distinct 
Step backward. ‘The object of this 
work,” he said, “is to develop the mo- 
tor muscles, to coordinate the eye and 


hand and to develop constructive tal- 
ent.” 


Mayor Favors Work. 

Mayor -Robert F. Maddox seconded 
the superintendent’s remarks and point- 
ed out additionally that as Atlanta is 
largely a manufacturing city, instruc- 
tion in manual labor is most necessary. 
Luther Rosser, president of the board, 
created considerable amusement by 
showing that the cost of the questioned 
articles would be so many millionths of 
a cent a day. 

In defending himself, Mr. Green 
pointed out that he had not attacked 
manual. training in general, but only 
certain phases of it in the primary 
grades. 

“In spite of ‘new thought’ educa- 
tion, he said, “we do not produce 
»uch scholars as they did forty years 
ago. Lately the leading educators in 
the city of Washington, aftér investi- 
gating conditions there, decided that 
too much time was being sperit on 
manual work to the detriment of ea- 
sential education. That is what I w)sh 
to guard,.against-here, Although this 
articular item may. not cost much. it 
s one of a number of such. items, 
which, In their aggregate, are a de- 
cided burden for a poor man.” 


After a thorough investigation of 
the time and money spent in construc- 
tion work the board passed the report 
of the finance committee, Mr. Green 
a&lone dissenting. 

Just before adjournment Mayor Mad- 
dox said that the city was now in a 
position to pay the school bond money 
and he thought a meeting to consfder 
the school bids should be held as early 
as possible. Mr. Rosser agreed with 
him and called a joint meeting of the 
board and the bond commission for 10 
o'clock Saturday morning, at which 
time the bids will be opened and a 
committee appointed to.consider their 
relative merits and report upon them 
later.

DeSoto 
should have gone west in his search 
for that fabled fountain, the waters of 
which he believed could roll back the 
years from human shoulders; he should 
have gone to Rowardennan. 

I had been led to believe from the 
late pictures of the California giant 
that his face was drawn and haggard, 
and his body fallen away to folds 
where the fat had burned; but it is not 
so. His cheeks are sunken, but it is 
gauntness of vigorous health, and they 
shine with a ruddy color. His muscles 
are firm and pliant, and they are tan- 
ned to that perfect brown which comes 
only from a life beneath smiling skies. 
He is younger than the camera shows, 
and no clicking shutter can snap the 
vigor that comes to lie in his massive 
hair frame. In build, he is more like 
a wrestler than a fighter, and at first 
sight one refuses to credit the stories 
of his quickness; but it is there, and 
with it is a certain irresistible power 
that is hard to describe.

BILL TO a 3OLISH 
COURT OF APPEALS 


As forecasted in The Constitution 
several weeks ago, a determined ef- 
fort will be made at the present ses- 
sion of the legis ature to abolish the 
court of appeals. 

A bill to this effect has been drawn 
up and will be introduced in the house 
of repregentatives probably 
next week.

As will be observed, there can be no question where any, can- 
didate receives the majority of ‘votes of a county. Wherever that 
happens, all the delegates from that county will be named by the 
candidate for governor having the majority vote of the county to his 
credit, or where’ not named by him direct, his organization or his 
friends in that county will name the delegates, and their selection, 
according to time-honored precedent, will be ratified by the county 
| committee. 

There may be, however, many counties in the state in which, 
with several candidates for governor, none of them will receive a 
majority vote of the county. . 

Mr. Skelton very properly, and in good time, suggests that if 
there is any uncertainty in the rule of the committee as to what 
should be done in the selection of delegates where no candidate 
receives a majority, the procedure should be made clear before the 
primary, rather than risk the danger of the complication that might 
ensue, if the matter should be left to the several county committees. 

Where no candidate receives a majority, it is clear that the vote 
of the county is to be prorated on the basis of the vote received by 
each candidate, provided no candidate is to participate in the pro- 
rate, if his proportion. of the full vote cast would entitle him to less 
than one-fourth of one vote in the convention. So far so good. 
There can be no misunderstanding as to this provision. 

_ Mr. Skelton wants,to know what is to be done in the naming of 
delegates in counties of this kind. 

He understands that the candidate for governor who receives 
the largest vote, though less than_a majority, shall.name all the 


delegates from the county, and that these delegates: will be the cus- 
todians of the fractional votes to which the other candidates may be 
entitled. This would-be all right with but one ballot in the conven- 
tion, but Mr. Skelton, thinks that “the placing of the vote of the 
minority candidate in the hands of the successful candidate’s friends 


And in. this view of the matter The Constitution is inclined to 
agree with Mr. Skelton: 

It seems to us that manifestly the proper and the safe thing to 
do is to permit each candidate entitled to one-fourth of a vote in 
the state convéntion to be represented by a delegate selected as an 
exponent of that vote. 

Take, for instance, the hypothetical case of Hart county, cited 
by Mr. Skelton.

Hart county is entitled to two votes in the state convention. If

ty an insufficient number of votes to 
entitle suen candidate to one-fourth 
of a vote in the democratic state con- 
vention, then the same shall not be 
counted and the delegates from such 
county shall be apportioned among the 
cther candidates in the proportion 
above indicated. In prorating the vote 
of any given county. among the re- 
spective candidates some unit or mul- 
tiple shall be adopted which will pre- 
vent any fracticnal vote less than one- 
fourth in the state convention... . 

“11. A state democratic convention 
is hereby called to assemble at 10 
o'clock a. m., in the Auditorium in 
Atlanta.

FIGHT FOR GOVERNO

For two whole days and nights the 
one eternal question that confronts 
you up here is— ' 

“What's the meaning of Judge Hart's 
candidacy; who’s behind it?”’. 

Now, to be right frank about it, 
when I left home I thought I knew.

Suggestion for Improving 
Taxation Machinery Is 


Made by Committee. 


The joint committee from the house 
and senate, appointed under the au- 
thority of the joint resolution, adopted 
at the 1909 session of the genera! as- 
sembly, to consider and report a meas- 
ure or measures providing for more ef- 
fectually securing full and fair re- 
turns and valuations of property in 
Georgia for taxation, submitted a re- 
pert to the senate and house on yes- 
terday: 

“The imperative neeg of legislation 
on this subject in this state,” says the 
report, ‘has long been recognized, and 
the legislature has repeatedly consid- 
ered bills proposed to remedy the de- 
fects in our taxation system. The 
committee had, therefore, the henefit 
of the ideas of those members of 
former legislatures, who have care- 
fully and ably investigated the sub- 
ject, and formulated their conclusions 
in measures proposed by them. 

“In preparing the bill, which the 
committee has approved and author- 
ized to be introduced in the house 
and senate, liberal use has been made 
of the suggestions and ideas of these 
and little more has been 
this committee than to at- 
é harmonize and to 
tnem as much as possible. 

“It was not deemed wise to 
tempt any radical change in our pres- 
ent system of giving and receiving 
tax returns. 

“What is proposed in this 
ported is intended to fit 
present taxation machinery 
make that machinery more effective. ’ 

In consideration of the universally 
admitted urgency of the need for re- 
medial legislation in this matter. the 
committee urges upon the legislature 
the necessity for immediate consider- 
ation cf the measure.

Features of the Bill. 

The pr'ncipal features of the bill 
are as follows: 

It becomes

Every owner of a motor vehicle shall 
file with the secretary of state a brief 
description of his machine and shall 
if a fee of $2 for registration there- 
of. 

Upon payment of the registration 
fee the secretary of state shail furnish 
each owner with a circular seal bear- 
ing the number of the machine and a 
number plate bearing the number and 
the letters “Ga.” : 

From one hour after sunset to one 
hour before sunrise there shall be at 
least one white light on the front of 
the machine and at least one red light 
on the rear. 

The rate of sneed shal! be reason- 
able at all times and shal! be not 
greater than 6 miles per hour in ap- 
proaching bridges, crossings and 
curves or descents. 

Every ovnerator of a machine is re- 
quired to gve warning when ap- 
proaching pedestrians, either by a 
whistle, horn, bell or other signal. 

When a verson riding, leading or 
driving a draft animal gives a signal 
that the animal is frightened, the 
automobile onerator shall use reasfon- 
able precaution in passing and shall 
stop, if necessary. 

No person under 16 vears of age 
shall be allowed to operate a motor 
vehicle. 

No person shall be allowed to throw 
giaws, nails, tacksor.other obstructions

Any person living in another state 
and who operates a machine in Geor- 
gia shall not be subject to the pro- 
visions of the act regarding registra- 
tion until after operating his machine 
within the state for thirty days.

When the railroad commission was 
increased from three to five members, 
the candidates were required to an- 
nounce which particular term they 
Sought. The law provided that the 
terms of the commissioners should ex- 
pire at different times, so that there- 
after two might be elected every sec- 
ond year for full terms of six years. 
Kivery sixth year only one commis- 
Sioner would be a candidate. 

The term of Fuller E. Calfaway 
would have expired on December 1, 
1911. When he resigned and Mr. Cand- 
.ler was appointed by the governor, 
Mr. Candler became a candidate in the 
genera] election of this year for the 
remainder of the short term of Mr. 
Callaway and a full term of six years, 
dating from December 1, 1911. Hig 
appointment by the governor did not 
extend beyond the general election in 
October. 

Hon. O. B. Stevens was appointed in 
1905 to succeed Hon. Pope Brown. By 
a special act of the legislature his 
term was extended from October 11, 
1910, to December 1, 1911. 

Full terms of six years will begin 
December 1, 1911, and three candidates 
are now seeking these terms. They are 
Messrs. Stevens, Candler and Perry.
